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STQNE GIRL'S STORY 
CONVICTS JONES 

Faced With Reform School Her- 
self , Girl Finailly Adbiits She 
Hm Been At His Home 



Although Maggie Stone, the 
14-year-old girl, was present 
when icounty ^ourt was con- 
vened Monday morningf when 
first she was' put on the stand she 
told such a tale of her adventures 
since she left the Black school 
bouse two weeks agp and has 
been missing from the nome of 
her parents, Wm. Stone and 
wife, near Shearer, that County 
Judge W. K- Price not only re- 
fuse4 to suspend any of the 
prison term fines imposed upon 
Gardner Jones, who \yas charged 
having taken her. from the 
school, but the Judge also had 
a warrant issued for the girl, 
and declared he would send her 
to the Re/form School. 

With the prospect of the Re 
form School staring her in the 
face, the girl finally decided to 
tell the truth and admitted that 
she had left the school with 
Jones, had gone with bim in a 
buggy as »r as Shearer, had 
walked across the railroad bridge 
to Ford, and down past Boones- 
boro, where he- met her again 
with his buggy, and took her to 
his home where she has been 
since, 

Not until the futility of any 
effort to shield Jones was shown 
her, did the girl finally change 
the story which she told when 
first questioned about her wliere- 
abouts for the past two weeks 
That story was so weird and im- 
pr()l>;ili!(' that not a soul in the 
courthouse seemed to believe it. 

The girl declared that she had 
not left the Black school with 
Gardner Jones, nor had she seen 
him since that time two weeks 
ago when several witnesses at 
his' trial testified they saw her 

Jet into th^ buggy with him and 
rive off. She further said that 
she had been hiding in a corn- 
field near his house, going into 
I the houife to get something to 
eat when he or his wife was out 
of the house. She said that she 
had been sleeping in the corn- 
fields and in the hay in the barn. 

Notwithstanding, she claimed 
to have had such an outing, the 
girl appeared at her home Sun- 
day afternoon about three o'clock 
in clean clothes and looking as 
fresh as a daisy, her mother 
told Judge Price this morning. 

Mrs. Stone said that she want- 
ed the ^irl sent to the Reform 
school if she would not tell the 
truth. She said the girl came 
home, looking just as she did 
in court this morning, when she 
wore a clean dress, and silk 
stockings'. The father said that 
Jones came to their home Sun- 
day and begged Mrs. Stone to 
release the peace bond aninst 
him- Mrs." Stone refused. Xa tol- 
as Jones went out, Mr. Stone 
says that he told his son, Price 
Stone, that "Maggie -will be 
home this afternoon," j 

However, Jones still maintain- 
ed that he knew nothing of the 
whereabouts of the girl. 

Although only 14 years old, the 
Stone girl appears well developed 
for her age. She was placed on 
the stand after some discussion 
between the attorneys for the 
prosecution and the court in 
regard -to suspending the 50 
days jail sentence imposed by a 
jury last week upon Jones, for 
contributing to the.- delinquency 
of the girl. Attorney Wallace 
argued that Jones has a family 
and a large crop ; that the girl has' 
come home, and justice would be 
subserved by his payment of the 
fine. 

The Judge seemed on the point 
of suspending the jail sentence. 
He declared that he wanted only 
to give every man a square deal 
and do the right thing, but that a 
jury had found Jones guilty of 
taking the girl away and he felt 
it' his duty to uphold the law of 
Wie 'commonwealth. He suggest- 
ed that the girl was' in court, and 
that there was ye]t a ^hance to 
prove that Jones was not guilty. 
' The girl was then called to the 
stand. Judge Price had to ex- 
plain to her the nature of an oath 
«nd the penafty for false swear- 
ing. Then she told the tale of 
hiding out in the com field for a 
touple of weeks, and in the cross- 
examination the attorneys could 



. -'i ,hake her. She said that she 

out from the Black school td 
:Karer, walked down the rail- 
road tracks to the river, went 
cross on the railroad bridge to 
l-ord; and then she Went to the 
cornfield near Jones' hous^. Ask- 
jd why she did not go in, she Said 
iliat Jones had told her that if she 
ran away frona home that she 
could not come, to his house. 

Judge Price and in fact, every- 
)ne vyas amazed by the story the 
.i;irl told- The Judge questioned 
her at length himself. He told 
her that no sane man would be- 
ieve any such story, and that un- 
less she wanted to go to the Re- 
form School herself as a delin- 
quent, she would have to tell the 
truth. As the girl still stuck to 
to her story, Judge Price ])eremp- 
torily directed Sheriff Whitlock 
to take Jones to jail' to begin 
serving the sentence imposed by 
the jury, and take the girl into 
custody. 

The girl, her parents and the 
attorneys went to Judge Price's 
olTice, where the Judge, the at- 
torneys and the child's parents 
made every effort to induce her 
to tell the truth, to save herself 
from the Reform School. Judge 
Price said unless she did tell ex- 
actly where she, was and about 
her leaving the school and not try 
shield anyone, he would send her 
to the Reform School until she 
was was 21 years of-age. She 
was told that nothing she could 
say would sa|Ve Jones. She ask- 
ed where he was and was told 
that he had already gone to jail. 

After the l.itlte girl had been 
talked to at length by County At- 
torney Jackson in a fatherly way. 
and shown the error of what she 
was doing, she broke down and 
said she would tell the story of 
just what had happened. She 
said she went with Jones in his 
buggy, a short distance down the 
road, walked across the railroad 
l)ridge. and down the pike to be- 
yond the Boonesboro ferry. She 
then got into the buggy again, 
and went home with Jones. Mr. 
Jackson wrote down her story as 
an aflidavit and she swore to it 
before Judge Price, after the lat- 
ter had asked her if it was true. 
She was tiien allowed to go home 
with her parents", while Jones re- 
mained in jail. 

County Attorney Jackson will 
go before the grand jury is is said 
and seek to have Jones indicted 
on a charge of perjury, inasmuch 
as he swore repeatedly on the 
witness stand Friday 'that he did 
not take the girl in his buggy nor 
have her at his home. Jones has 
50 days in jail to serve on 'the de- 
linquency charge and an appealed 
sentence of 20 days, also before 
him on the pistol charge, so that 
be has some little time to spend 
in the Madison county jail before 
the question of a perjury charge 
is brought against him- This 
would have to be done at the Oc- 
tober term of the Madison circuit 
court. 

The affidavit that Maggie 
Stone swore to before Judge 
Price reads as follows : 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, 
' County of Madison. 

The affiant, Maggie Stone, 
states under oath that about 12 
o'clock, August 4th, 1919, that 
Gardner Jones did come to the 
school house, known as the Black 
school house, driving a no-top 
buggy, and asked the -affiant to 
go home with him; and that she 
got in the said buggy, and rode 
down the pike a short distance to 
where Mr, Young used to live, 
and that this affiant went through 
a field to Shearer statibn, and 
walked down the railroad and 
crossed the railroad bridge and 
then went around down the pike 
to B9onesboro, below the ferry, 
and that the said Gardner Jones 
came along and caught up with 
her, and took her in the buggy 
with him, and she went home 
with him. She says further that 
since said date she has been at 
the home of said Gardner Jones, 
at all times and at all hours and 
that he hii!s fed and sheltered her. 
The affiant sayt tile bov« state- 
ments are true.

Paul H- 
Davifi and Harold G. Peterson, 
army aviators, who were captur- 
ed near Candelaria, Texas, while 
patrolling the border and! who are 
threatened with death unless $15- 

000 ransom is paid. The State 
Department's announcement said, 
"the instructions pointed out the 
seriousness with which the Unit- 
ed States government viewed the 
situation and called for immediate 
adequate action." 

The American consul at Juarez 
was also instructed to take all 
possible steps with the Mexican 
authorities there to secure the re- 
lease and protection of the miss- 
ing aviators. 

State Department officials said 
the ransom will be paid as soon 
as information is had, where and 
to whom the money must be de- 
livered. It has not been decided 
whether the United States will 
furnish the sum and" charge it 
against the Carranza government 
or call upon the Mexican govern- 
ment to pay it direct.

BRITAIN'SJAVY DEBT

Lloyd George told the House of 
Commons today that the war cost 
forty billion pounds. Discussing 
tlie financial and industrial situa- 
tion he asserted that most of this 
money was spent for purposes of 
destruction- lijt declared the na- 
tional debt had grown from 641,- 
000,000 to 7,800,000 pounds. He 
asserted the change from war to 
peace conditions wilb take' just as 
long as the change from peace to 
war. The first outstanding fact 
of the present situation was the 
alarming advei;be trade balance. 
He said import restrictions which 
will terminate September 1st, 
have given British manufacturers 
opportunity to make deals in 
goods which otherwise would 
have been hurried here from for- 
eign countries.

No 
man of moderate means can 
afTord to make a race for Gov- 
ernor of Kentucky as long as we 
have the primary election law. 
The primary election law is the 
rich man's law, as \hc poor man 
is practically cut out of the run- 
ning except for county office. 
. And the principle llQids true in 

the matter of all the nilnsf 

offices- No man can nial{»» a ^' 
race in a primary fur auditor or 
secretary of state or attorney 
general without cither spending 
himself or having others spend 
for liim a very large proportion 
of the emoluments he will re- 
ceive during his four year term 
should he be elected and nomi 
nated. 

These facts alone .iro ssufliciejit 
to condemn the comi»nlsory 
primary. Year "by year the pri- 
mary law is working to exclude 
the poor man, the ambitiou.s 
young man from seeking State 
office in Kentucky. And tliis is 
a great misfortune. The old 
CI invention system had its in- 
fects. It is not impossible that 
we can remedy the- wofst of 
those dcfcts if we go hack to the 
convention system. VV.e should 
go back to it. The present law 
is a tragfedy.^ We cannot get rid 
of it too soon.— Louisville Post . .

■,hown on the drawings, sheets num- 
ber 1 to 23; and "A" to "H" which are 
u paii; of said plans aiid specifications, 

'uid sewers being a part of the City's 
general program for the expenditftre 
nf the proceeds of the $160,000 bond 
issue, hcratofore authorized by the 
voters ot the City of Richmond, Be it 
now Ordained by the Board of Coun- 
cil of the City of Richmond, Ky. 

1. That the immediate construction 
roccnstruction and iniprovrnent of 
.^anit'U-y and storm water i^cwers as 
above specified and according to said 
plans and specifications is a neces- 
sity, and that the plans and specifica- 
tions prepared therefore by S. F. Cre- 
celius, City Engineer, and on file in 
liis office, are hereby approved and 
attached hereto and made a part of 
this ordinance and recorded as a part 
of same in the City Minute Book, and 
that the City in the manner hereinaf- 
ter stated in detail shall proceed at 
once to construct, i-econstnict and im- 
prove the sewers ir) «aid City accord- 
ing to said plans and specifications. 

2. Said construction shall be done 
by contract between the City and 
such contractor as shall make the low- 
est and best competitive bid for the 
doing of said work. Said work shall 
be paid for by the City of Richmond 
out of the proceeds of the $150,000 
bond issue above referred to upon 
completion of the work according to 
the contract and acceptance of same 
by the City Engineer and this Beard 
of Council. 

3. That the Mayor of the City of 
Richmond hereby appointed for the 
purpose, is authorized and directed to 
advertise once a-week for not less 
thain two conseeutlTe weeks, in the 
lUehmond Register, a newspaper pub- 
lished in the City of SiehmoncL end 
by such other means- of adfertiiBfnr 
as in his Judgment shall be predtaetire 
of the largest amnber of bids, for 
competitive seeled bida for doing said 
work in accordance with tUis ordhn- 
ance and the plans and speeiflieatrons 
above refen-ed to. - , 

4. Bidders shall submit sealed bids 
addressed to L. P. Evans, Mayor of 
Ricmond, at Richmond, Kentucky, 
marked "Sewer Bids" and said Mayor 
shall keep said bids until the regular 
meeting of this council at 8 o'clock 
P. M. on September ^th, 19-9, at 
which time he shall open them in the 
presence of the City Council in it's 
Council Chamber, whereupon the 
Council shall accept the lowest and 
best of said bids for said work, re- 
serving, however, the right to rejeet 
any or all bids.
